TENTATIVE  HEARING  ON  RESIDENTIAL  CONSERVATION  AMENDMENTS  (RCA) 
PROPOSAL  TO  INITIATE  ON  JANUARY  19, 1995 

The  City  Planning  Commission  is  contemplating  initiating  Residential  Conservation 
Amendments  (RCA)  on  January  19,  1995  which  would  generally  lower  the  height  limits 
applicable  to  the  RH-1  Districts  and  the  RH-2  Districts;  would  modify  the  rear  yard 
regulations  for  the  RH-1  Districts  and  the  RH-2  Districts,  increasing  the  required  yard  area

Mission  Bay  Project  Proposed  Amendments 
Home  Depot  and  Expo  Design  Center 

Public  meetings  scheduled  for  the  remainder  of  this  month  to  consider  a  Catellus 
Development  Corporation  and  The  Home  Depot  proposal  for  a  Home  Depot  and  Expo 
Design  Center  in  Mission  Bay  have  been  cancelled. 

Home  Depot  is  no  longer  pursuing  this  proposal,  on  learning  from  Catellus  that  Home 
Depot's  preferred  schedule  for  consideration  of  approval  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors  this  summer  was  not  feasible. 

The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  conducted  a  Mission  Bay  public  forum  on 
May  4,  1995  and  additional  public  meetings  on  May  8,  9  and  10,  with  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  Catellus  Development  Corporation.  These  meetings  addressed  the 
proposed  Home  Depot,  Expo  Design  Center  and  retail  complex,  their  implications  for 
overall  Mission  Bay  Plan  changes  and  future  Mission  Bay  planning,  and  hazardous 
materials  investigation  and  remediation. 

Catellus  determined  that  the  Home  Depot  schedule  was  not  possible  for  several  reasons: 

•  There  is  a  general  sense  in  the  community  that  it  is  just  not  feasible  to  receive  the 
necessary  public  input  in  a  short  amout  of  time.  Catellus  agreed  with  this.  In 
addition,  important  issues  were  raised  at  these  public  meetings  which  Catellus  agreed 
must  be  addressed  before  the  proposal  should  be  considered,  and  this  could  not  be 
accomplished  on  the  required  time  schedule. 

•  The  traffic  analysis  underway  suggested  traffic  mitigation  measures  that  included 
improvements  to  the  1-280  On-  and  Off-Ramps  at  Mariposa  Street.  These 
improvements  could  require  right-of-way  acquisition  and  Caltrans  approval,  neither  of 
which  could  be  achieved  cn  the  time  schedule  required  by  Home  Depot. 

When  Catellus  notified  Home  Depot  that  it  was  not  possible  to  meet  their  schedule, 
Home  Depot  decided  not  to  proceed  with  its  proposed  project  at  Mission  Bay  and  to 
pursue  other  potential  site  options.  Catellus  has  elected  to  withdraw  consideration  of  its 
current  proposal  for  Home  Depot  and  Expo  Design  Center  within  a  retail  area  in  the 
southern  portion  of  Mission  Bay.

These  heights  would  be  subject  to  proposed  Subsection  261  (c)  which 
would  allow  the  following  adjustments:  1)  Any  front  height  limit  could  be 
increased  to  the  height  of  the  lowest  adjacent  building.  Any  rear  height, 
when  applicable,  could  be  increased  to  the  elevation  of  the  lowest  roof  on 
any  adjacent  lot,  which  roof  is  no  higher  than  10  vertical  feet  of  the 
elevation  of  the  rear  height  limit  on  the  subject  property  provided  that  this 
adjusted  rear  height  limit  shall  not  be  above  the  elevation  of  the  front 
height  limit  for  the  subject  lot.

height  limit  for  the  subject  lot.  In  no  case,  however,  could  this  method 
result  in  a  front  or  rear  height  exceeding  35  feet.  (2)  It  would  allow  the 
Planning  Commission  to  increase  the  height  for  any  such  building  height 
limit  to  35  feet  or,  where  the  average  ground  elevation  at  the  rear  of  the 
buildable  area  is  higher  by  20  or  more  feet  than  at  the  front  line  thereof, 
the  Planning  Commission  could  increase  the  front  height  to  40  feet.  (3) 
The  Zoning  Administrator  could  allow  a  rear  height  on  a  steeply  upsloping 
lot  to  be  increased  to  the  amount  necessary  up  to  24  feet  to 
accommodate  a  pitched  roof  proposed  in  compliance  with  applicable 
design  guidelines.  These  proposed  revisions  may  be  modified  as  to 
wording  and  to  include  other  issues  during  the  public  review  period. 

A  preliminary  finding  of  no  significant  environmental  effect  of  the  project 
(preliminary  negative  declaration)  was  issued  on  February  12,  1993.  This 
finding  was  appealed  in  separate  actions  on  March  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  1993. 
The  Planning  Commission  upheld  the  finding  on  May  20.  1993  with 
Motion  Number  1 3527.  "Notes  to  the  file",  declaring  that  certain  revisions 
to  the  proposal  were  covered  by  the  original  finding  were  written  on 
November  12,  1993,  February  3,  1994  and  April  13,  1995.

The  proposed  regulations  would  state  that, 
within  this  special  height  district,  dwellings  on  lots  zoned  RH-1(D), 
RH-1(S)  or  RH-1  would  have  a  height  limit  of  28  feet  on  lots  not  defined 
as  steep,  a  front  height  limit  of  24  feet  and  a  rear  height  limit  of  32  feet  on 
lots  defined  as  steeply  downsloping,  and  a  front  height  limit  of  28  feet  and 
a  rear  height  limit  of  20  feet  on  lots  defined  as  steeply  upsloping. 

These  heights  would  be  subject  to  proposed  Subsection  261  (c)  which 
would  aiiow  the  following  adjustments:  1)  Any  front  height  limit  could  be 
increased  to  the  height  of  the  lowest  adjacent  building.  Any  rear  height, 
when  applicable,  could  be  increased  to  the  elevation  of  the  lowest  roof  on 
any  adjacent  lot,  which  roof  is  no  higher  than  10  vertical  feet  of  the 
elevation  of  the  rear  height  limit  on  the  subject  property  provided  that  this 
adjusted  rear  height  limit  shall  not  be  above  the  elevation  of  the  front 
height  limit  for  the  subject  lot.  In  no  case,  however,  could  this  method 
result  in  a  front  or  rear  height  exceeding  35  feet.  (2)  It  would  allow  the 
Planning  Commission  to  increase  the  height  for  any  such  building  height 
limit  to  35  feet  or,  where  the  average  ground  elevation  at  the  rear  of  the 
buildable  area  is  higher  by  20  or  more  feet  than  at  the  front  line  thereof, 
the  Planning  Commission  could  increase  the  front  height  to  40  feet.

SUBJECT:  RESIDENTIAL  REZONING  -  REVISED  PROPOSAL 

On  August  24,  1995,  the  Planning  Commission  gave  general  indication  on  its  intent  with 
respect  to  Residential  Rezoning  efforts.  Four  actions  were  generally  endorsed  for 
consideration  as  either  interim  or  permanent  controls,  or  policy  guidelines,  applicable  to 
residential  zoning  districts: 

1 .  Notification  -  It  is  recommended  that  notice  similar  to  the  Tier  2  notice  in  effect  since 
1988,  be  given.  This  notice  requirement  essentially  consists  of  mailed  notice  to  everyone 
on  the  block  and  properties  across  the  street  from  new  construction  or  building 
alterations  requiring  Planning  Department  review.  This  notification  procedure  would 
apply  to  all  residential  zoning  districts. 

2.  Design  Guidelines  -  Institute  a  Planning  Code  requirement  that  Design  Guidelines  be 
used  in  the  review  of  new  construction  and  alteration  permits.  Project  applicants  or 
neighbors  would  have  the  right  to  appeal  staff  decisions  to  the  Planning  Commission  if 
they  disagreed  with  staff  direction.  Procedures  for  implementing  the  guidelines  would  be 
defined,  as  well  as  time  limits  for  performance. 

Currently,  and  since  1989,  Design  Guidelines  are  used  as  a  matter  of  Planning 
Commission  Policy,  pursuant  to  Proposition  M,  (section  101.1  of  the  Planning  Code). 
Neighborhoods  could  also  recommend  their  own  Design  Guidelines,  which  if  adopted  by 
the  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors,  would  also  become  part  of  the 
Planning  Code  review  requirement. 

3.  Demolition  -  Institute  a  Planning  Code  requirement  prohibiting  the  issuance  of 
demolition  permits  until  such  time  as  the  building  permit  for  the  replacement  project  is 
approved.  Currently,  and  since  1988,  this  procedure  has  been  implemented  as  a  matter 
of  Planning  Commission  Policy.  (Note:  exceptions  would  apply  for  hazardous  buildings.) 

4.  Residential  Character  Districts  -(RCD's)  -  Set  up  a  procedure  whereby  neighborhoods 
could  petition  the  consideration  of  "Residential  Character  Districts"  defining  Heights  and 
Rear  Yards,  with  Height  options  of  28  feet,  32  feet,  (as  of  right  35  feet)  for  RH-1 
Districts.  Options  for  mapped  rear  yards  are  25%,  35%  and  45%.  There  would  be 
adjustment  provisions  for  short  lots  and  steeply  sloping  lots.  These  procedures  could  be 
part  of  the  Planning  Code,  or  implemented  as  administrative  guidelines. 

Attached  for  your  review  is  a  DRAFT  "Ordinance"  and  DRAFT  "Procedures  for 
Implementing  Design  Guidelines  and  Requesting  Residential  Character  Districts"  which 
would  implement  the  foregoing  concepts.

Commissions,  boards,  councils  and  other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct  the 
people's  business.  This  ordinance  assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the  people 
and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the  people's  review.
